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COFFEE  CULTURE  IN  BRAZIL. 

The  December  number  of  Scribner's 
Magazine,  fiontyins  a  very  interesting  article 
'Coffee  Culture  in  Brazil,"  by  Mr.  Her- 
bert H.  Smith.  The  writer  visited  the  coffee- 
growing  districts  of  this  province  one  year 
ago  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  ques- 
tion, and  although  he  did  not  enter  so  fully 
into  the  subject  as  might  be  wished,  he  has 
nevertheless  made  many  interesting  and  in- 
structive observations.  ,  He  was  accompanied 
by  Mr.  Bernard  Wiegandt,  the  well  known 
young  artist  of  this  city,  whq  contributed 
several  finely-drawn 'sketches  to  the  article. 
After  describing  a:.  coffee  plantation  near 
Entre  Rios,  which  they  visited,  Mr.  Smith 
discusses  some  of  the  general  features  of  the 
subject  as  follows: 

All  through  the  provinces  of  Rio -de  Ja- 
neiro and  Sao  Paulo  arc  scattered  great 
plantations  like  this  of  Sr.  S- — ;  some, 
indeed,  areeven  larger,  embracing  a  million 
trees  or  more,  and  employing  many  hundred 
slaves.  Small  plantations  are  nunierous ; 
but  many,  of  them  are  deeply  in  debt,  and 
their  success  is  altogether  problematical.  A 
vast  share  of  the  profits  of  coffee-planting  is 
absorbed  by  the  large  proprietors,  who,  with 
two  or  three  hundred/slaves  and  scores  of 
labor-saving  machines,  can  easily  outstrip 
their  poorer  neighbors.  The  present  finan- 
cial system  of 'Brazil  encourages  the  rich 
planter  and  retards  the  poor  one.  There  is 
no  land-tax ;  the  best  coffee-lands  are  all 
taken  up  by  capitalists,  who  hold  them  for 
years  uncultivated.  Eventually,  with  the 
extension  of  internal  communication  and 
the  increased  demand  for  planting-grounds, 
they  secure  enormous  profits.     The  ground 

held  bySr.  S was  purchased  twenty-five 

years  ago,  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  acre  ;  the 
portion  that  still  remains  as  forest  is  now 
worth  at  least  $75  per  acre,  in  the  open 
market. 

An  American  can  better  comprehend 
these  evils,  by  reflecting  upon  the  results 
which  a  similar  system  would  have  brought 
to  the  United  States:'-  Suppose  that'no  land- 
tax  had  been  imposed  in  our  western  ter- 
ritories> the  whole^Ountry-Wiaild  have  Jieen 
bought  up  by  speculators  ;  purchasers  for  a 
few  cents;  or  dollars-  an  acre  would  have 
held  hundreds  of  square  miles;  the  land 
would  have  risen  to  a  fictitious  value,  a 
few  rich  men  would  have  acquired  enor- 
mous fortunes,  and  immigrants  would  have 
been  kept  out  by  the  hfgh  prices,  and  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  farms.  Immense 
tracts  would  still  be  lying  idle,  and  instead 
of  controlling  the  grain  trade  of  the  world, 
the  United  Stales  might  now  be  buying  of 
other  countries.  Such  results  would  only 
be  the  legitimate  outgrowth  of  a  system  by 
which  land,  ever  jncreasing  in  value,  could 
he  held  without  limit  or  restriction. 
So  Carl  and  I  reason  as  we  ride  back  to 

Entre  Rios  in   Sr.  S 's  great  traveling 

'carriage.  We  admire  the  enterprise  and 
keenness  of  our  host;  we  would  be  un- 
grateful if  we  did  not  acknowledgers  ready 
hospitalitv  and  kindness.  .  None  the  less  he 
is  growing  richer  by  the  force  of  ^unjust 
laws  and  unrighteous  tyrannical  institutions; 
witness  the  neglected  grounds  of  his  poorer 
neighbors  and  the  smileless  faces  of  his 
slaves. 

Entre  Rios  is  on  a  branch  of  the  Dum 
Pedro  II  railway,  where  the'  latter  meets 
the  Uniiio  e  Industria  road.  From  its  situa- 
tfon,  the  little  country  town  promises  to  be- 
come a  thriving  inland  city,  the  metropolis 
of  this  rich  coffee  region.  The  hills  around 
arexovered  with  plantations,  each  with  its 
white  wallet!  fazmda,  like  a  castle;  odd 
contrasts  to  these  are  the  jaunty,  modern- 
looking  railroad  station  and  the  attendant 
hotel,  which  might  be  a  country  tavern  in 
the  United  States.  Mule  trains  come  to 
discharge  their  cargoes  at  the  station; 
bags  of  coffee  are  piled  on  the  platforms 
and  cars  are  being  loaded  with  them ;  a 
storo-hDuse  near  by  is  half  filled  with  coffee 
awaiting  shipment.  From  the  titled  gentle-, 
man  who  passes  you,  to  the  dapper  land^j 
iord  and  the  merest  day  laborer,  everybody 
in  Entre  Rios  is  dependent  on  coffee;  the 
streets  and  buildings  are  fragrant  with  coffee; 
people  drink  coffee  at  the  restaurant  and 
quote  coffee  prices;  sell  coffee,  buy  it.  plant 
it  gather  if;  live  and  labor  with  very  little 
thought  beyond  coffee  and  the  golden 
stores  it  will  bring  into  their  purses.  The 
railroad  was  built  to  carry  away  the  coffee ; 
that  is  its  main  business,  almost  its  only- 
income,  for  of  other  fieight  there  is  very 
tittle  ■  there  are  not  many  passengers,  and 
of  them  ninety  percent  ate  coffee  planters 
of  coffee  traders.    I 

The  smooth,  well-built  route  passes  up 
the  picturesque  valley?  by  coffee  plantations 
everywhere,  until  it  joins  the  main  line  from 
Sao  Paulo  to  Rio.  Then  we  wind  upthe 
mountains,  passing  through  a  score  oi  tun- 


nels, clinging  to  the  sides  of  giddy  precipices, 
peering  up  from  cavern -like  valleys,  dashing 
on  by  forest  so  wild  and  'luxuriant  that  it 
almost  rivals  that  of  the;  Amazons.  The 
brown  gneiss  rises  above  us  in  strange 
peaks,  mountains  of  goodly  size.  Itatiaia, 
the  highest  of  all,  is  capped  with  clouds;  its 
summit  is  almost  ten  thousand  feet  above 
the  sea,  so  that  snow  is '^sometimes  found 
there,  and  palms  canno,t$row  among  the 
rocks. 

The  mountains  are  grand  and  picturesque 
beyond  all  description ;.  the  railroad,  too, 
merits  all  the  praises  that  have  been  lavished 
on  its  construction,  for  it  is  a  triumph  of 
ingineering  and  workmanship.  In  fact  one 
vho  travels  over  the  road  us  very  apt  to  let 
his  admiration  run  away  wjlh  his  judgment. 
For  a  moment  let  us  consifler  the  road  aside 
from  the  mountains  and  tunnels,  on  the 
question  of  bare  utility.     | 

The  Ddm  Pedro  111- railroad  is  the 
largest  and,  with  perhaps  one  exception,  the 
most  important  in  Brazil;  IThe  total  length 
of  the  main  line  is  365  miles,  and  extensions 
are  made,  almost  every  year.  The  road  was 
commenced  under  the  management  of  an 
incorporated  company,  interest  of  7  per 
cent,  on  the  capital  stock  being  guaranteed 
by  the  government.  Butf  in  building"  the 
first  portion  of  the  road,  itlwas  necessary  to 
cross  the  mountains  neaglkip,  and  so  dif- 
ficult and  expensive  was  tms  work,  that  by 
the  time  one  hundred  miles  were  completed, 
the  capital  was  entirely  exhausted.  In  1 865, 
the  government  bought'  the  road  of  the 
stockholders)  and  it  has  since  been  built  and 
rim  as  a  branch  of  the' imperial  service. 
The  road,  as  we  have  seen,  is  finely  con- 
structed ;  it  is  regular,  and  isafe  ;  the  stations 
and  store-houses  arc  well  built  and  tasteful ; 
the  coaches  are  comfortable  and  the  ordi- 
nary traveler,  at  least,  hasi  no  fault  to  find 
with  the  officials.  On  tha.  invested  capital 
of  rather  more  than  $4o,o$ci,ooo,  the  gov- 
ernment realizes  an  average  jincome  of  five 
and  one-half  per  centum  ye^y.  So  far  the 
result  is  good  ;  the  road  iB'well  managed, 
and  is  a  source  of  actual.igain  to  the  gov- 
ernment Let  us  see  if  the'  practical  results 
to  the  people  are  equally  |66d. 

Coining  .down  about  Bijiely  miles  from 
.Entre  Rios,  we  paid  o,apcjri!is  each  for  our 
tickets,  say  four  dollars  by  ekfsting exchange. 
This  is  a  high  ^but--nMpiiriW(i!liiUUitt~tattr7' 
second-class  tickets  are  just  one-half  as 
much, 'and  "excursion  tickets,"  good  for 
both  ways,  can  be  had  at  a  reduced  price. 
Our  light  satchels  cost  us  nothing,  of  course; 
but  if  we  had  had  .trunks,  even  small  ones, 
we  should  have  had  to  paj  as  much  for 
them  as  for  ourselves.  A  fellow-passenger 
brought  down  five  goats  from  Entre  Rios, — 
9.900  Tfiis  he  paid  for  himself,  and  9,900 
reis  for  every  one  of  the  goals. 

The  regular  tariff  on  coffee  from  Entre 
Rios  to  Rio  is  2,000  reis, — about  85  cents 
per  sack  of  60  kilograms.  Corresponding 
rates  are  charged  from  more  distant  places, 
and  on  branch  roads.  From  certain  por- 
tions of  Sao  Paulo,  every  sack  of  coffee  that 
reaches  Rio  or  Santos  must  pay  four  dol- 
lars, or  about  one-third  of  the  actual  value 
in  the  Rio  markets.  The  regular  freight 
charges  from  Rio  to  New  York  vary  from 
twenty  to  seventy-five  cents  per  sack. 

Portions  of  Sao  Paulo  and  Minas.  Geraes 
are  well' fitted  for  growing  corn  and  even 
wheat,  and  it  has  often  been  suggested 
that  these  districts  would  supply  Rio  with 
bread-stuffs.  But  if  Sao  Paulo  grain  or 
flour  were  brought  to  Rio  bj£  railroad,  it 
could  nevercompetewith  American  produce; 
nay,  it  is  a  demonstrable  fact  that  it  could 
be  undersold:  by  California  grain,  brought 
by  way  of  the  Pacific  Railroad  to  New  York, 
and  thence  by  sailing  vessels  to  Rio. 

The  freight  rates  on  the  Dom  Pedro  II 
railroad  are  cheaper  by  one-third  than  those 
oh  arty  other  railroad  in  Brazil.  Only  three 
or  four  lines  are  paying  a  reasonable  per- 
centage on  their  invested  capitals,  and  many- 
would  have  to  be  abandoned  altogether  but 
for  .the  government  guarantee  of  seven  per 
centum  annually.  Of  course,  these  roads 
are  a  heavy  drain  on  the  government,  and 
hence  on  the  country,  and  the  high  freights 
neutralize  any  commensurate  gain  which 
might  accrue  to  the  districts  thnrgh  which' 
they  pass.  Even  the  Dom  Pedro  II  line 
is  a  doubtful  advantage.  Plans  have  more 
than  once  been  discussed  for  bringing  coffee 
to  Rio  by  mule  trains,  and  it  is  averred  that 
this  could  be  done  at  a  lower  rate  than  that 
demanded  by  the  railroad. 
:  Brazilians  are  crying  out  against  these 
excessive  tariffs,  but  the  remedy  is  not  ap- 
parent No  public  or  private  railroad  can 
afford  to  carry  freight  at  a  rate  that  involves 
a  dead  loss,  or  leaves  no  margin  for  profits. 
Most  of  these  roads  were  built  with  the  idea 
of  "opening  up,"  or  "developing"  this  or 
that  region ;  that  is,  the  railroads  were  ex- 
pected to  bring  prosperity  to  the  country ; 
but  it  was  not  always  clear  that  the  country- 
could  give  prosperity  to  the  railroads.  If  a 
steady  stream  ;of  working  immigrants  had 
been    flowing  in,^Soch    reasoning    might 


mr*. 


perhaps  be  good.  But  Brazil  gets  few  immi- 
grants, and  the  quality  of  these  few  is  not 
ofthe  best;  the  development  of  new  dis- 
tricts means  simply,  a  spreading  out  of  the 
present  resources,  not  an  actual  increase  of 
production. 

I  believe  that  the  mistake  of  Brazilian 
ilroad  schemes  is  that  they  do  not  consider 
the  status  of  the  population.  In  the  north- 
ern provinces  a  large  proportion  of  the 
poorer  people  are  non-producers ;  that  is, 
they  cultivate  only  small  tracts,  r.nd  raise 
enough  mandioca  and  corn  for  their  own 
but  almost  nothing  more.  The  large 
plantations  are  few  and  scattered;  the  pro- 
ducts,su gar, cotton, hides,  etc., are  noteiiough 
to  support  a  railroad  even  with  the  present 
high  freights.  In  the  south,  a  large  portion 
of  the  ground 'is  taken  up  by  rich- coffee 
planters,  who  cultivate  only  portions  of  the 
ground.  Now,  the  utmost  yield  of  coffee 
is  four  or  five  hundred  pounds  per  acre  ;  if 
a  railroad  drains  one  thousand  square  miles 
of  coffee  land,  it  can  carry  away  no  more 
than  300,000,000  or  400,000,000  pounds 
of.  coffee  annually,  while  the  same  extent 
of  wheat  or  corn  land  would  produce  at 
least  ten  times  as  muchiVeight.  Practically, 
the  discrepancy  is  still  greater;  The  prov- 
ince of  Sao  Paulo,  with  its  two  draining 
railroads,  probably  does  not  furnish  one 
thirtieth  ofthc  freight  that  is  supplied  by  an 
equal  extent  pf  our  Western  grain-lands. 
Moreover,  the  great  proportion  of  the  popu- 
lation of  coffee  districts  consists  of  slaves; 
their  food  is  furnished  by  the  plantations, 
and  their  clothes  are  few  and  scanty.     To 

plantation  like  that  ofSr,  S ,  the  railroad 

brings  nothing  but  the  machinery  and  tools, 
with  the  furniture  of  the  master's  .house,  and 
a  few, bales  of  cloth  for  the  two  hundred 
slaves.  An  equal  population  in  the  United 
States  would  necessitate  shipments  of  coal, 
provisions,  cloths,  and  a  thousand  articles 
of  luxury,  all  of  which  would  be  clear  gain 
to  a  railroad,  and  no  slight  addition  to  the 
ingoing  freights. 

No  railroad,  which  depends  for  its  pr 
perity  on  coffee  alone,  can  afford  to  establish 
a  low  freight  tariff.  Hence,  the  extent  of 
such  a  road  must  be  limited  ;  for  ultimately 
a,  point  will  be  reached  from  which  the 
treights  will  be  so  high  that  practically  ex- 
portation will  be  prohibited.  Brazilians  talk 
of«Ktending-tl>eir.  railroads  in  to-Mat  to  Grosso/ 
eight  hundred  miles  from  the  sea;  but  to 
what  purpose?  Coffee  cannot  be  cultivated 
there,  because  it  cannot  be  exported,  and 
there  is  no  inflow  of  immigrants  to  establish 
grain  farms,  as  in  our  Western  stites.  I  be- 
lieve that  for  the  present  Brazil  should  let 
these  centra!  regions  alone.  She  should 
seek  to  condense  and  enrich  her  coast  popu- 
lation ;  and,  when  new  fields  are  required, 
there  is  the  Amazons  valley,  an  inexhaustible 
garden,  with  free  water  communication  to 
the  ocean. 


THE  CONSULAR  QUESTION 

It  has  been  our  deliberate  purpose  in  our 
management  of  this  journal  to  avoid  all  per- 
sonal discussions.  The  differences  which  may 
arise  between  ourselves  and  other  parties — 
fortunately  very  limited  thus  far — or  the  dif- 
ferences which  may  e:\ist  between  two  par- 
ties within  .our  knowledge,  can  not  be  sup- 
posed to  interest  a  very  wide  circle  of  news- 
paper readers,  and  the  thrusting  of  such 
matters  upon  them,  as  has  been  shown  more 
than  once  in  the  history  of  English  journal- 
ism in  Rio  de  Janeiro,  can  not  be  consid- 
ered otherwise  than  as  an  unwarranted  and 
offensive  liberty  with  theirtimeand  attention. 

With  the  subject  which  engaged  our 
attention  in  our  last  issue,  however,  we  felt 
ourselves  fully  justified  in  entering  upon  per- 
sonal issues — issues  in  which  the  reputation1 
of  one  man  and  the  sell-respect  of  the  whole 
American  community  of  this  city  were  vi- 
tally concerned.  The  provocation  came  at 
the  fast  moment,  at  a  time  when  there  was 
only.the  briefest  opportunity  to  denounce  the 
charge  as  false  and  to  place  the  blame  of  the 
whole  shameful  transaction  just  where  it  be- 
longed ;  hut  it  is  certain  that  we  should  have 
spoken  no  less  plainly  had  there  been  more 
time  in  which  to  choose  and  arrange  our 
words.  Fortunately  wewereconveraantwith 
the  whole  history  of  the  case  beween  Consuf- 
Gencral  'Adamson  and  his  vice-consul  and 
had  examined  the  documents  which  effec- 
tually disposed  of  this  charge  of  smuggling; 
more  besides,  we  were  fully  acquainted  with 
the  incidents  and  causes  which  had  been 
gradually  and  for  a  long  time  working  up 
to  thisarbitraryactofsuspension.  Wespoke, 
therefore,  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  subject 
and  of  the  animus  of  the  parties  concerned. 

Since  that  time  the  case  has  been  thor- 
oughly investigated  by  the  American  min- 
ister, Hon.  Henry  W.  Billiard — he  hav- 
ing been  requested  to  immediately  recall 
Mr.  Randall's  exequatur  on  Mr.  Adam.son  s 
personal  and  unsupported  responsibility — 
and  we  are  happy  to  state  that  it  has  been  (&•  - 
missed  as  utterly  unfounded  and  that" Mr. 
Hilliard  has  justly  refused  to  suspend  the 


vice-consul  from  his  position  in  the  consul 
This  decision  has  received  the  hear- 
tiest commendation  from  the  entire  Ameri- 
can community  of  this  city. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  in  this  connection 
that  when  called  upon  for  proofs,  Mr.  Adam- 
son  was  unable  to  furnish  anything  further 
than  the  mere  hearsay  evidence  of  his  two 
confidential  clerks,  one  of  whom  made  a 
itatement  privately  and  left  it  at  the  custom 
house  with  the  view  of  influencing  the  minis- 
ter of  finance  to  investigate  the  matter  and 
secure  the  cancellation  of  Mr.  Randall's 
exequatur  without  the  intervention  of  the 
American  minister.  This  confidential  clerk 
has  since  mysteriously  disappeared — gone 
into  the  interior  for  his  health  it  is  said. 
This  document,  even  to  the  signature,  is  in 
the  consul-general's  own  hand  -writing.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  also  that  Mr.  Adamson 
has  endeavored  to  hasten  the  downfall  of' 
his  subordinate  by  personal  visits  to  the 
custom  house  where  he  fust  wept  profusely- 
over  the  charges  made  against  his  vice-con-  -' 
sul  by  "certtin  sl.inderous  persons"  and  then 
offered  to  prove  them  by  his  two  clerks, 
and  where  lastly  he  took  the  remarkable 
position,  when  the  inspector  refused  to  re- 
ceive his  documents  and  declined  to  hold 
any  further  communication  with  him  except 
through  the  diplomatic  representative  of  the 
United  Slates,  that  his  position  was  equal 
to  and  independent  of  the  minister,  that  he 
had  a  perfect  right  to  communicate  directly 
with  the  IJra/.iiian  government,  and  that  the 
inspector  must  receive  his  documents. 

As  to  a  detailed  statement  of  the  case  there 
is  neither  time  nor  necessity.  Minister  Mil- 
liard, as  we  have  said,  lias  declined  either 
to  suspend  Mr.  Randall  or  to  recognize 
Mr.  Adamson's  illegal  suspension  of  him, 
and  has  dismissed  the  charge  as  unfounded;  . 
and  to  this  'decision  Mr.  Adamson  has 
reluctantly  acquiesced.  We  are  able  to  say 
that  all  the  papers  relating  to  the  case  have 
been  placed  before  the  State  department 
at  Washington,  the  only  authority  compe- 
tent to  settle  the  difficulty  as  it  now  stands. 
It  is  altogether  probable  that  the  certifi- 
cates of  the  customs  inspector,  of  the  mer- 
cantile house  which  dispatched  Mr.  Ran- 
diilt'S; baggage  through  the  custom  ,  house 
and  paid  all  the  duties  assessed,  and  -of^the 
dispatcher  who  attended  to  the  work/will 
■lie  accepted  -as  -conclusive  cvTrferrcc-in-sur/-'-' 
[tort  of  his  (Mr.  R's.)  explicit  denial  of  the 
charge.  If  anything  more  be  needed  the  pro- 
test against  Mr.  Adamson's  conduct  and 
against  Ins  malicious  and  shameful  treatment 
of  the  American  colony  of  Rio  de  Janeiro— a 
protest  which  was  signed  by  nearly  all  the 
American  houses  of  this  city — which  was  for- 
warded to  Washington  at  the  same  time,  will 
surely  be  deemed  worthy  of  respectful  con- 
sideration. And  just  here  it  is  worth  men- 
tioning for. the  express  benefit  of  our  Hiber- 
nian cotemporary  who  is  striking  about 
wildly  on  the  Donnybrook  tactics,  that  the 
"sailor  crimps  and  stablemen"  whom  he  fa- 
cetiously asserts  were  the  signers  of  this  pro- 
test, represent  five-sixths  of  the  American 
capital  held  in  this  city.  And  furthermore, 
if  all  these  documents  be  thought  insuf- 
ficient, the  sworn  statement  of  an  American 
shipmaster  to  the  effect  that  he  was  comp- 
elled to  pay  blackmail  to  Consul -General 
Adamson,  and  the  charges  against  that  official 
for  extortingilleg.il  fees,  for  making  false. ret- 
urns, and  Kir  slandering  business  men  and 
private  families,  which  are  supported  by 
confirmatory  evidence,  will  quite  settle  the 
difficulty  as  between  him  and  the  Americans 
of  this  city. 

And  now  to  our  esteemed  cotemporary, 
the  Anglo- Brazilian  Times,  whose  stock  of 
virtue  has  been  so  exhaustively  drawn  upon 
lately  and  whose  Billingsgate  vocabulary- 
has  been  so  readily  placed  at  the  command 
of  the  United  States  government  as  repre-- 
sentedin  the  person  of  its  consul-general!  We 
must  be  permitted  to  admire  his  late  though 
unrequited  attachment  for  American  affairs, 
his  conscious  virtue  which  fits  him  like  a 
lion's  skin,  his  unprecedented  magnanimity 
in  not  crushing  certain  offending  Americans 
with  mysterious  documents,  his  alarming 
self-forgetful ness  in  mistaking  this  little  trou- 
ble in  the  American  community  fora  Donqy- 
brookfair.  h  is  useless,  perhaps,  to  ask  what 
business  it  is  to  him,  and  whether  he  thinks 
that  he  can  influence  its  settlement  either 
here  or  in  Washington.  It  is  useless,  per- 
haps, to  add  that  no  one  believes  that  he 
plays  Faust  to  the  consul-general's  Meph- 
istopheles  out  of  pure  love  of  the  character, 
but  that  he  loves  the  scarlet-lined  cloak  too 
well  to  see  it  worn  exclusively  by  another. 
We  do  not  flatterourseives  that  our  neigh- 
bor his  taken  up  this  matter  without  some 
distinct  purpose  in  view.  But.  whatever 
th.u  purpose,  may  be,  and  however  strong 
may  be  this  league  between  him  and  Con- 
sul-General Adamson,  there  cm  be  no  pos- 
sible chance  for  them  to  effect  their  purpose 
unless  they  produce  proofs  of  their  charges 
and  put  an  end  to  their  present  effort  to 
slander  and  disgrace  everybody  who  may 
have  excited  their  antagonism.

As  this  moment  it  is  impossible 
to  discuss  the  question  soberly  and  impar- 
tially. The  streets  are  patrolled  by  armed 
men,  the  property  and  personal  liberty  of 
law-abiding  men  are  threatened,  the  people 
are  forbidden  to  assemble  in  public  places 
in  any  number  exceeding  ten,  the  business 
of  the  city  is  suffering  great  losses,  efforts 
are  making  to  collect  an  unjust  tax  by  arbi- 
trary and  illegal  measures,  every  tramway 
line  but  one  is  in  a  state  of  demoralization, 
travel  is  impeded  and  life  is  rendered  inse- 
cure. More  than  that,  innocent  blood  has 
been  shed,  and  its  stain  is  upon  the  lib- 
era! ministry  which  took  the  reins  of  govern- 
ment two  years  ago  to-day  with  so  many  fair 
promises  and  with  so  warm  a  welcome  from 
the  people.  It  is  not  a  fitting  realization  of 
those  promises  that  this  ministry  should  ter- 
minate its  second  year  with  acts  and  scenes 
like  those  around  us,  nor  that  it  should  have 
.  stained  its  record  with  an  outrage  so  cow- 
ardly ami  so  inhuman  as  to  lire  upon  an 
unarmed  and  defenselessmob — and  that  too 
without  warning.  It  is  an  act  which  will 
receive  the  condemnation  of  the  whole  civil- 
ized world ;  it  is  a  stain  upon  the  history  of 
Dora  Pedro  ll's  reign  which  can  never  be 
washed  out  ;  it  is  an  act  which  will  stamp 
the  vititeia  tax  and  its  author  with  the  detes- 
tation of  all  men  through  all  time,  For  the 
minister  of  finance,  and  his  instrument  in 
the  police  force  who  has  undertaken  to  fal- 
sify history,  there  is  now  but  one  recourse 
resignation. 


At  Till1',  opening  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  on  the  1st  ultimo  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  recommended  in  his  an- 
nual report  that  should  Congress  increase 
the  appropriations  beyond  the  treasury 
estimates,  the  difference  should  be  met  by 
the  restoration  of  a  moderate  duty  on  tea 
and  coffee  and  by  an  internal  tax  on  the 
manufacture  of  opium.  This  step  is  one 
which  we  have  long  anticipated,  and  we 
have  on  several  occasions  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Brazilian  government  not  only 
to  the  certainty  that  the  American  govern- 
ment will  eventually  impose  a  customs  tax 
on  coffee,  but  that  the  present  policy  of 
Brazil  will  serve  to  hasten  it.  The  recom- 
mendation of  Secretary  Sherman  at  this 
time  confirms  the  position  which  we  have 
taken,  and  forecasts  the  early  restoration  of 
this  tax— probably  before  the  adjournment 
of  this  present  Congress.  The  probability 
of  ibis  event  is  greatly  strengthened  by  the 
recent  changes  in  tie  Brazilian  tariff, 
many  of  which  are  decidedly  inimical  to  an 
increase  of  American  trade  in  this  country 
and  to  an  approximate  equalization  in 
the  exports  and  imports  which  are  now  so 
widely  separated.  In  view  of  the  balance 
against  them  of  nearly  five  to  one,  the 
Americans  will  not  accept  kindly  a  tariff 
increase  of  25  per  cent,  on  flour,  33  1/3  per 
(.(ill  on  plain  domestics,  100  per  cent,  on 
codfish,  from  25  to  150  per  cent,  on  hams, 
125  per  cent,  on  canned  meals,  fish,  etc. , 
25  per  cent,  on  canned  vegetables,  25  per 
cent,  on  butter,  and  an  increase,  more  or 
less,  on  pine,  bleached  cottons,  woolen 
goods,  boots  and  shoes,  ami  a  long  list 
of  articles  with  which  they  are  striving  to 
extend  their  trade  in  Brazil,  Besides  that, 
the  erratic  policy  of  the  Brazilian  govern- 
ment toward  the  American  steamship  line 
will  serve  also  to  hasten  the  re-imposition 
ol  the  coffee  lax,  As  an  economic  measure 
this  tax  has  the  strongest  claims  upon  the 
American  Congress  as  it  will  afford  an 
ample  and  stable  revenue,  easily  collected, 
and  bearing  more  equably  and  lightly  upon 
the  people  tlmn  many  of  the  customs  taxes 
now  imposed.  From  whatever  stand-point 
may  he  chosen,  except  that  of  protection 
pure  and  simple,  it  is  impossible  to  see 
why  sugar  should  pay  import  duties  ami 
coffee  nut;  and  the  inconsistency  of  ibis 
exemption  is  forcing  itself  upon  the  Ameri- 
can public  day  by  day.  While  the  re-imposi- 
lion  of  this  tax  in  the  United  States  would 
not  occasion  any  immediate  disaster  to  the 
coffee-producers  of  Brazil  it  is  evident  that 
it  will  eventually  result  most  injuriously  to 
them.     Any    considerable    increase    in    the 


price  of  coffee  will  be  direct  encouragement 
to  competing  coffee-growing  countries,  some 
of  which  are  alreadygainingata  rate  which 
forebodes  a  keen  competition  in  the  near  fti' 
ture.  To  prevent  this  encouragement  the 
cost  of  coffee  in  Brazilian  markets  must 
necessarily  be  reduced,  and  that,  in  the  face 
of  the  financial  difficulties  of  the  government, 
the  non-progressive  state  of  cultivation  and 
the  impending  crisis  in  labor,  is  a  step 
which  can  not  easily  be  taken.  The  ques- 
tion is  one  which  demands  immediate  atten- 
tion from  the  Brazilian  government,  and  we 
do  not  overrate  it  when  we  say  that  it  must 
be  met,  not  on  the  grounds  of  a  narrow  and 
restricted  administrative  policy,  hut  on  the 
broader  and  higher  grounds  of  an  economic 
policy  which  will  nourish  national  prospe- 
rity by  encouraging  international  trade. 


UNJUST    TAXATION  AND  ITS  RESULTS 

In  our  last  issue  wc  gave  an  abstract  of  the 
new  tax  upon  the  traveling  public— commonly 
called  the  "mutem  tax"— and  commented  briefly 
1111  iis  excessiveuess,  its  inerpialilies,  and  it 
legal  and  tyrannical  regulations.  Between  the  time 
of  its  promulgation  on  the  13th  ult.  down  to  the 
1st  instant,  the  press  of  tins  city  were  unanimous 
in  their  protests  against  it,  and  the  people  were 
untiring  in  their  efforts   to  secure  its  repeal. 

On  the  28th  ult.  a  mass-meeting  of  about  5,000 
of  6,000  people  was  held  near  the  palace  o[  Sao 
Christovao,  where  Dr.  Lopes  Trovao,  one  of  the 
editors  of  the  Gaseta  da  Nolle,  addressed  them 
against  the  tax.  A  commission  was  appointed  to 
present  a  popular  protest  to  the  Emperor,  asking 
for  die  repeal  of  this  odious  lax.  The  commis- 
sion was  then  informed  that  the  Emperor  would 
not  receive  them  ami  when  they  started  to  go  to 
the  palace  they  found  the  entrances  to  llie  grounds 
closed  to  them  and  guarded.  The  people  then 
started  on  their  return  into  llie  city,  and  when 
near  the  old  maiadonro  a  messenger  overtook 
1  hem  and  announced  that  [he  Emperor  would  re- 
ceive the  commission — it  being  pretended  that 
his  majesty  was  attending  a  recitation  of  his  neph- 
ews in  physics  nml  knew  nothing  of  the  peo- 
ples, wish.  The  people,  however,  refused  to  retain, 
ami    continued    on    their  way    into  the  city. 

It  should  be  noted  that  this  in  ass- meeting  was 
conducted  in  the  most  orderly  and  moderate  man- 
lier, and  that  the  people  indulged  in  no  threats 
or  demonstrations  against  the  Emperor  or  his  gov- 
ernment. It  should  be  noted  also  that  the  mil- 
'ilary  and  police  force  had  been  largely  increased 
in  that  part  of  Uie  city,  that  a  police  delegado,  Dr. 
Felix  da  Costa,  with  assistants  and  a  large  force  of 
secret  police  (said  to  be  200)  were  in  the  midst 
of  the  people  all  through,  ajid  that  this  force  of 
secret  police  did  everything  they  could  to  provoke 
llie  people  inio  some  act  of  violence— they  going 
so  fur  as.  to  dance  before  the  people  like  capo- 
eiras,  The  moderation  of  the  people  under  such 
provocations  is  worthy  of  the  highest  praise. 
.,'  It,  is  reported  ■that  nt'.lhis  lime  several -  promi-- 
nent  men,  friends  of  the'"" ministry,  went  10  the 
minister  of  finance  and  urged  a  repeal  of  the  lax, 
or  at  least  the  arbitrary  regulations  governing  its 
collection,  as  the  people  would  surely  resist;  but 
Si'.  Alfonso  Celso  not  only  refused  but  expressed 
his  feelings  toward  an  over-taxed  ami  insulted 
people  by  calling  them   beasts  (l/estas). 

On  the  1st  instant  the  new  law  went  into  force. 
The  police  force  all  over  the  city  was  doubled, 
soldiers  were  riding  to  and  fro  on  the  street  ears, 
and  there  was  an  unusual  display  of  the  military 
in  all  parts  of  llie  cily.  At  noon  a  second  mass- 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Largo  do  1'aco,  where 
Dr.  Lopes  Trovao  again  addressd  the  people  and 
advised  them  not  to  pay  the  Ins.  This  meeting 
also  was  orderly  and  avoided  every  dcmonsiraiion 
which  could  give  offense.  The  trouble,  however, 
had  already  begun— in  various  parts  of  the  city 
resistance  was  made  to  the  collection  of  the  tax, 
and  the  excited  people  had  begun  to  assume  the 
offensive,  Street  cars  were  overturned  and  broken 
np,  the  annual:'  were  knifed,  duvets  and  conductors 
were  beaten  and  driven  away,  and  crowds  of  dis- 
orderly   persons    began   to  collect   in  various   lo- 

About  llie  middle  of  the  afternoon  a  mob  began 
to  destroy  the  property  of  the  Villa  Isabel  hue  in 
Rita  da  Unignayaiia — the  popular  feeling  being 
particularly  bitter  against  this  company  as  iis 
superintendent,  Si'.  Drummond— a  man  by  the  way 
who  is  a  stranger  to  either  principle  or  scruple— had 
been  mainly  instrumental  in  securing  some  of  the 
most  obnoxious  regulations  of  this  lax. 

.Several  cars  of  this  line  ami  of  llie  Cams 
Urbanos  were  overturned  across  Run  da  Urti- 
i;navaiia  and  transformed  into  barricades.  The  rails 
and  paving-stones  even  were  torn  up.  The  whole 
neighborhood  of  this  scene  was  crowded  with  peo- 
ple, the  great  mass  of  whom,  however,  were  simply 
curious  spectators.  A  large  force  ol  inlantry  was  then 
stationed  in  the  Largo  dcS.  Francisco  near  the  scene 
of  this  disturbance  and  small  detachments  were 
stationed  on  Unas  Ouvhlor  and  Sele  de  Seleiubro, 
near  the  hastily  improvised  barricades. 

Up  to  half  past  four,  when  we  left  the  scene cf 
disturbance,  there  was  no  collision  between  the 
troops  and  the  people— on  the  contrary  the  lailer 
were  trying  to  fraternize  with  the  two  detachments 
by  making  speeches  to  them  and  cheering  them. 
Even  the  mounted  detachments  were  cheered  as 
they  passed  through  the  streets.  We  passed  every- 
where through  this  crowd  of  excited  people,  bolhin 
the  immediate  neighherhood  of  Rua  da  Uruguay  ana 
and  in  the  Largo  de  S.  Francisco,  and  though  there 
was  great  excitement  and  the  mob  was  bent  on 
damaging  the  Villa  Isabel  line,  wc  were  unable  to 
discover  either  pistol  or  knife  in  the  hands  or  the 
rioters.  It  was  purely  and  plainly  an  unarmed  mob. 
And  besides,  from  all  wc  could  discover  there  was  in 
lite  thousands  of  p.'nple  which  lilled  the  streets  not 


On  this  occasion,  as  on  the  28th  ult.,  it  is  charged 
that  the  secret  police  were  engaged,  under  orders,  in 
exciting  the  mob  to  violence  and  provoking  a  conflict 
with  the  soldiery.  These  men  were  under  the  orders 
of  the  police  delegates,  Drs.  Felix  da  Costa  and 
Bullioes.  If  these  charges  be  true,  these  two  offi- 
cials should  be  visited  with  the  swift  and  unpitiftil 
vengeance -of  an  outraged  people. 

About  five  o'clock  two  detachments  of  infantry 
were  dispatched  front  Largo  de  S.  Francisco,  and 
entered  Rua  Uruguayans  lo  drive  out  the  mob.  On 
this  occasion  also,  and  the  charge  is  made  unequiv- 
ocally by  the  Gaseta  de  Notlcias,  "the  secret  police 
agents  who  were  the  principal  rioters,  seeing  the 
pacific  attitude  of  the  people  who  received  the  detach- 
ment with  vivas  for  the  army,  threw  some  paving- 
stones  at  the  soldiers.  The  force,  without  having 
previously  given  tile  least  intimation,  fired  upon  the 
people  who  were  in  the  streets  and  at  the  win- 
dows." The  people  at  once  retired  leaving  sev- 
eral dead  and  wounded.  The  dead  have  been  vari- 
ously placed  at  from  three  to  seven,  all  of  whom 
were  unarmed,  and  nearly  all  of  whom  were  foreign- 
ers and  spectators.  Little  is  really  known  about 
this,  however,  as  the  military  took  possession  of  the 
ground,  removed  the  bodies  at  half  past  ten  o'clock 
at  night,  and  secretly  buried  them  the  next  day. 
The  Gaseta  da  Nolle  estimates  the  wounded  at  not 
less  than  thirty. 

After  this  lamentable  affair  there  were  no  further 
disorders  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  barricades  but 
large  bodies  of  indignant  men  remained  about  the 
streets  until  a  late  hour.  The  immediate  responsi- 
bility for  the  firing  has  not  yel  been  definitely  fixed, 
some  charging  it  upon  the  police  delegados,  others 
upon  Sr.  Diuiiimond,  and  others  upon  the  officer  m 
command  of  the  troops  in  the  Largo  de  S,  Francisco 
— but  as  the  guns  of  the  military  were  loaded  with 
ball  cartridges  from  the,  oulsel  and  as  the  means 
usually  employed  in  other  countries  to  disperse  a 
mob  without  bloodshed  were  not  resorted  to,  it  is 
just  that  the  blame  should  lie  placed  upon  those 
high  in  authority  who  sent  these  soldiers  into  the 
public  sheets  prepared  to  shed  blood  at  the  first  lire. 
Upon  the  minister  of  finance  principally  must  the 
blame  lie,  for  it  is  wholly  lo  his  obstinacy,  his 
overweening  confidence,  and  his  indifference  lo 
every  sentiment  of  justice  and  patriotism,  that  this 
loss  of  life  is  due.  When  brought  face  to  face  with 
popular  resistance,  he  made  il  a  personal  issae,  a 
capnehio—and  his  hands  are  stained  with  innocent 
blood, 

As  to  the  effects  of  the  new  tax  upon  the  several 
tramway  lines,  ti  few  words  are  sufficient.  Early  in 
the  afternoon  the  t. 'arris  Urbanos  line  was  compelled 

suspend  operations,  and  by  five  or  six  o'clock  the 
only  street  cars  running  were  those  of  the  Botanical 
hardens  line.  This  latter  line  was  n.it  molested  in 
the  slightest  degree,  nor  has  it  lost  a  single  trip  up 
to  dale;  and  that  part  of  the  city  through  which  it 
runs  1ms  been  wholly  exempt  from  all  disturbance 
and  the  presence  of  the)' military.  This  good  result 

owing  to  l he  uniform  courtesy  with  which  passen- 
gers are  treated  by  the  employees  of  this  line  and  tu 
the  course  pursued  by  them  in  not  expelling  passen- 
gers for  the  non-payment  of  the  lax.  And  yel,  wc 
understand  that  litis  liiu^las  collected  more  vintems 
than  all  the  other  lines  united. 

As  to  the  Emperor,  nothing  was  heard  of  htm  on 
the  1st,  and  on  the  2nd  he  went  out  to  Santa  Cruz, 
thirty  miles  distant,  to  visit  the  new  maiadonro. 

On  the  and  hist,  the  excitement  was  kept  up  to 
a  fever  pitch  and  disturbances  were  of  frequent  oc- 
urreuee  in  various  parts  of  the  oily.  A  large  force 
if  military  were  kepi  under  arms  in  the  Largo  de 
S.  Francisco  and  delnchmenls  were  kept  constantly 
patrolling  the  streets.  Crowds  or  people  gathered  in 
various  localities  and  discussed  the  events  of  the 
irevious  day,  and  always  with  feelings  of  bitter  re- 
icntmenl  against  the  ministry  which  had  caused  so 
:owardly  and  fatal  an  outrage  on  an  unarmed  popu. 
lace.  On  the  S.  Christovao  line  a  conductor  was  shot 
dead  for  calling  on  the  police  to  enforce  the  payment 
lax,  and  another  conductor  on  the  Villa  Isabel 
was  badly  cut  for  a  similar  reason.  On  the 
ves  an  attempt  was  made  to  bum  a  large  gun 
,  but  the  prompt  arrival  of  the  military  and  fire 
engines  checked  the  designs  of  the  populace. 

On  the  3rd. the  excitement  was  a  little  more  sub- 
dued, but  there  were  frequent  disturbances  tut  the 
streets.  In  reality,  however,  this  phase  of  the  matter 
was  more  dangerous  as  was  attested  by  the  prompt 
use  of  the  knife.  The  popular  outbreak  was  appar- 
ently suppressed,  bill  not  the  deadly  purposes  of 
ihc  more  desperate  characters  who  infest  this  city. 
In  checking  a  comparatively  peaceful  uprising  of 
the  people  by  bloodshed  and  armed  interference 
with  the  rights  of  public  assemblage  and  discussion, 
the  ministry  has  simply  turned  loose  an  element  in 
thcsircels  a  ihousand  times  more  deadly  and  dan- 
gerous—an  element  winch  party  chiefs  are  some- 
lies  accustomed  lo  use,   and  to  which  even  the 

mister  of  finance  is  not  a  stranger. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  2nd  a  committee  from  the 
people  visited  the  minister  of  war,  and  in  a  very 
temperate  and  dignified  address  demanded  the  sus-' 
pension  of  the  tax  or  at  least  its  obnoxious  regula- 
tions. If  the  government  could  not  accede  to  this, 
they  demanded  the  resignation  of  the  minister  of 
finance,  Sr.  Alfonso  Celso.  To  all  these  demands 
the  ministry  returned  an  unqualified  refusal  and 
affirmed  its'  purpose  to  enforce  the  tax  at  all  costs. 
It  did  not  seem  to  occur  to  them  that  several  hun- 
dreds of  conlos  of  damage  had  already  been  caused 
to  all  the  tramway  lines  but  one,  that  innocent  blood 
bad  been  shed,  that  business  was  unsettled,  and  that 
the  city  was  practically  under  military  law— the  dig- 
nity of  the  ministry  would  not  permit  its  withdraw- 
ing from  an  unjust  and  untenable  position. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  3rd  a  meeting  of  deputies 
and  senators  was  held  at  the  residence  of  Senator 
Silveira  da  Motta  to  discuss  the  situation  and  to 
devise  some  method  to  check  the  mad  career  ol  the 
ministry  as  well  as  the  excesses  of  the  riotous  ele- 
ments of  the  populace.  This  private  residence  was 
at  once  surrounded  by  the  military  and  the  deliber- 
ations of  some  of  the  ablest  and  most  judicial  men  of 
the  empire  were  held  under  the  menace  of  the 
bayonet.    Several   brief  addresses    were  made  in 


which  decided  grounds,  were  taken  agfnst   the 

arbitrary  course  of  the  ministry  in  the  enfcrcement 
of  the  vintem  tax  and  against  its  deSj^M  assaults 
upon  the  liberties  of  the  people.  T!i|e''^ocee dings 
of  the  meeting  were  published  as  a  pnjrtW  and  were 
signed  by  Senators  Octaviano,  SilveiraJdojMotta  and 
Nunes  Goncalves,  and  Deputies  Satdjinh'a  Marinho, 
Joaquim  Nabuco,  Leoncio  de  Carvolbjoj/Cosul  Aze- 
vedo  and  Baptista  Pereira.  j         /■   * 

As  we  go  to  press  (Jan.  4th)  tWcity  is  still 
under  guard,  and  the  position  remains  unaltered. 
There  are  no  indications  that  the: government  will 
give  way,  the  Emperor  is  in  visible.  Wtd  silent,  and 
there,  is  but  slight  movement  in  the  streets  because 
of  rain.  The  Jornal  do  Commercjo}^  Cruzeiro  and 
Gaseta  de  Notlcias  have  issued jjjP».'feBt0  coun- 
seling the  people  to  abstain  fraBil  riotous  dem- 
onstrations and  promising  to  "seM  pacific  means 
to  secure  the  suspension  of  the;  obnoxious  lax. 
The  Gaseta  da  Nolle  has  been  summarily  suspended 
and  its  editor,  Dr.  Lopes  Tro|to,is  inder  arrest. 
The  chief  of  police  has  prohibited  alt  public  gath- 
erings, and  the  1st  delegado,  Hrl  S'Bufhoes,  lias 
made  an  official  report  of  the  conflict  on  New 
Year's  day  in  which  he  strains  every  eftort  to 
throw  the  blame  on  the  people  and  Dr.  Lopes 
Trovao,  and  ihen  gives  a  list  of  a  few  policemen 
and  soldiers  who  received  slight  wounds  from 
sticks,  stones  and  bottles.  He  mentions  inciden- 
tally that  three  dead  bodies  were  found,  but  omits 
to  mention  that  the  soldiers  fired  upon  an  unarmed 
crowd  without  any  warning  whatever.  He  com- 
pliments the  conduct  of  the  soldiers,  of  the  police, 
and  of  the  secret  police  agents— and  charges  the 
editors  of  the  Gaseta  de  Notlcias  with  criminal 
proceedings.  As  a  public  document  and  matter 
of  history,  it  is    shamefully    false  and    cowardly. 

It  is  uncertain  whether  the  danger  has  passed. 
The  people  are  so  thoroughly  exasperated  that 
an  outbreak  may  be  expected  at  any  moment.  It 
may  yet  he  said  of  the  liberal  ministry  of  the 
5th  of  January,  particularly  of  that  member  of  it 
who  presides  over  the  finances  of  the  empire,  that 
it  has  precipitated  a  revolution. 


RAILROAD  NOTES. 

— Fur  the  month  of  November  the  receipts  of  the 
lialurilc  railway  were  2z,295$89.8;  expenses,  11,- 
5i6$20S;  balance,  io,779$678. 

—Ninety-six  kilometers  of  the  Sobral  railway, 
Ceava,  is  reported  ready  for  the  rails. 

—The  receipts  cf  the  "Recife  ao  S.  Francisco" 
railway  for  November  were  II3,I5I$9J0,  and  the 
expenses  5(5,596$522. 

—The  receipts  of  the  "Recife  a  Olindae  Hcberibe" 
railway  for  November  were  16,872^420 ;  balance 
S,436$466. 

—The  contract  with  the  provincial  government  of 
Sao  Pit ulo  for  llie  extension  of  the  Sorocabana  rail- 
way from  liacaetava  to  Hoiluva  was  signed  on  the 
29th  ult.  The  extension  is  22  kilometers  long,  and 
its  terminus  i^  only  two  kilometers  from  a  reported 
mine  of  coal.  When  built  the  line  will  be  within 
14  kilometes  of  Tietfi.  Inplace  of  granting  a  guar- 
ranlee  of  seven  per  cent,  interest  on  this  extension, 
the  provincial  government  concedes  permisson  to 
the  line  to  elevate  its  charges  to  a  figure  necessary 
to  secure  an  equivalent  return, 

— The  Mogyana  railway  of  the  province  of  S80 
Paulo  is  one  of  the  most  ably  managed  and  pros- 
perous roads  in  Brazil.  The  trunk  line,  from  its 
intersection  with  the  "l'atilista"  at  Campinas  to 
Cnsa  Branca,  a  length  of  173  kilometers,  runs 
through  a  rich  and  promising  coffee  region;  and  the 
branch  from  Jaguary  to  Amparo,  30  kilometers, 
opens  up  a  fruitful  agricultural  country.  The  com- 
pany has  a  guarantee  from  the  provincial  govern- 
ment of  7  percent,  on  a  capital  of  5,500,000$  but 
has  taken  advantage  of  only  5, ooo;ooo$.

The  economy  of  management  is  due 
to  the  able  administration  of  Dr.  M,  C.  Mendes,  its 
present  superintendent. 


.  CANADIAN  SI/It'-BU/LD/NG. 
The  Canadians,  with  a  short-sightedness  that  is 
absolutely  amazing,  are  following  our  example  in 
killing  off  their  once  prosperous  sliip-bnilding  inter- 
ests, through  tiie  "high  protection"  process.  The 
Montreal  G/o/v  traces  the  connection  between  cause 
and  effect  thus  ;  "The  competition  between  iron 
and  wooden  ships  was  already  very  keen  before  the 
tariff  was  enacted,  and  by  the  operation  of  the  duties 
the  work  of  ship-buildtng  has  been  almost  entirely 
stopped.  The  e  fleet  of  the  tariff  is  to  add  $1,300(0 
the  cost  ofa  ihousand  ton  ship,  and  $500  is  the  out- 
side amount  that  can  lie  recovered  in  the  shape  ofa 
drawback.  The  net  increase  of  cosi,  therefore,  as 
the  result  pure  and  simple  of  the  operation  of  the 
tariff,  is  $800;  a  sum  sufficiently  large  to  knock  the 
bottom  almost  comp  elely  out  of  the  trade.  Nor  is 
it  to  places  like  St.  John  and  Yarmouth  that  the 
injury  is  confined.  The  work  of  building  lake  ves- 
sels has  become  almost  extinct  in  Ontario,  and  there 
is  very  little  chance  of  its  being  ever  revived  until  the 
monstrous  iniquity  known  ns  the  Tilley  tariff  has 
been  swept  into  well-merited  oblivion," — AT.  V. 
Com.  Bulletin,  Dec.  5. 
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SLAVERY  IN  BRAZIL. 
For  many  years  past  it  lias  been  well  known  that 
British  subjects  were  among  the  largest  owners  of 
slave  property  in  Brazil ;  and,  if  we  mistake  not,  on 
one  occasion  their  names, together  with  the  number  of 
slaves  they  held  and  other  particulars,  were  "publis- 
hed in  a  Parliamentary  Return.  British  law  brands 
the  slave  trade  as  piracy,  and  prohibits  slavery  in 
all  its  forms;  but  we  believe  that  no  slep  has  ever 
yet  been  taken  lo  render  British  subjects  judicially 
responsible  for  exercising  in  other  countries  a  right 
of  property  in  human  beings.  If  such  a  case  should 
at  any  time  engage  the  attention  of  our  courts  of 
Iaw.it  would  manifestly  raise  questions  of  the  great- 
est importance— second  only  to  those  which  were 
dealt  with  by  Lord  Mansfield  in  a  past  generation. 
In  the  meanwhile,  the  Brazilian  government  have 


recently  estuWisht 
unlawfully  held  as 
his  freedom,,  but 
which  he  should  have1 
his  enslavement.  It  is,  we  tl  ^^^ 
test  the  justice  of  this  principle^HSkrffifruld  fr 
Brazil  the  expression  of  the  sympathy  with  which 
her  determination  to  enforce  it  must  be  regarded  by 
all  right-thinking  men.  Such  a  decision  is  emi- 
nently calculated  Lo  strike  a  blow  at  the  institution 
of  slavery  in  Cuba  as  well  as  Brazil;  for  in  both 
countries  many  negroes  are  held  as  slaves  who. 
under  any  reasonable  interpretation  even  of  the 
existing  law,  would  he  entitled  to  their  freedom.— 
European  Mail,  Nov.  24. 


LOCAL  NOTES 


—The  Gfaeta  da  'Nolle  informs  the  police  that 
three  of  the  deported  procurers  have  made  their  ap- 
petence again  in  this  city. 

—During  the  month  ofNovember  there  were  five 
registers  granted  to  vessels  by  the  secretary  of  the 
bureau  of  commerce. 

—By  decree  7,566,  of  the  ,13th  ult.,  the  Marine 
Insurance  Company  is  authorized  to  establish  agen- 
cies at  Maceiri  and  Santos. 

— One  of  the  conspicuous  features  of  the  mass- 
meeting  in  Palace  square  on  llie  1st  inslant  was  the 
efforts  of  tlie  larger  part  of  the  people  to  attend 
without  appearing  to  do  so. 

— The  business  of  the  Brazil  Mail  Steamship  Line 
is  reported  to  be  very  good,  and  the  expediency  of 
having  semi-monthly  sailings  from  New  York  is 
now  under  consideratiort.— The  Grocer,  Nov.  15. 

—The  trade  of  the  United  States  with  Brazil  dur- 
ing the  year  ending  June  30,  1879,  according  to  the 
Bureau  of  Siati sties,  was  8,194,370  in  exports,  and 
$38,375,441  in  imports,  gold  value. 

— By  an  imperial  letter  of  the  27th  ult,  Albert  S. 
Goodall,  Esq.,  president  of  the  American  Bank  Note 
Company,  was  nominated  a  Chevalier  of  the  Order 
of  the  Rose. 

— The  temperature  of  this  city  during  the  month 
of  November,  as  recorded  at  the  observatory  on 
Morro  do  Caslello  was  as  follows .:'  highest,  91.04° 
Fahr.j  lowest.  51.34°;  average,  72,84V.  Total  rain- 
fall, 4  inches. 

—The  people  should  not  forgt  the  manly,  out- 
spoken course  of  tiie  Gaseta  de  Notlcias  and  the  Ga- 
seta  da  Noite  in  opposition  the  the  ill  omened  vintem 
tax  and  in  condemnation  of  the  arbitrary  measures 
of  the  ministry  to  enforce*  it. 

—The  daily  ration  allowance  for  the  next  six 
months  has  been  fixed  at  the  following  figures  1  for 
infantry  privales  in  the  capital  480  reis,  in  C'nmpinho 
and  Campo  Grande  000  reis,  and  in  the  fortresses, 
asylum  and  at  Santa  Cruz  520  reis. 

—It  is  an  old  belief  among  good  folks  that  as  the 
new  year  is  begun  so  will  it  continue  and  end.  We 
hope  that  iht  year  1880  111  Rio  de  Janeiro  will  prove 
an  exception,  The  police  ami  military  were  uncom- 
fonably  plentiful  on  New  Year's  day. 

—It  was  announced  on  the  30th  ult.  that  the  in- 
spector of  customs  had  extended  the  time  for  dis- 
patching goods  in  his  department  to  four  o'clock, 
p.  m.,  and  that  the  discharge  of  goods  from  VfcSsels 
was  extended  to  seven  o'clock,  p.  m. 

—The  minister  of  agriculture  has  communicated 
to  the  presidents  of  Espiriio  Santo,  Sao  Paulo,  Par- 
ana, Santa  Catharhia  and  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  that 
the  government  wishes  a  full  report  on  the  character 
and  expenses  of  the  public  service  entitled  "public 
lands  and  colonization"  early  in  January. 

— The  minister  of  finance  decided  last  week  that 
permission  could  not  be  granted  for  the  dispatch  of 
all  goods  arriving  at  this  port  up  to  the  close  of  the 
31st  ult.  at  the  old  tariff  rates.  Only  such  goods  as 
have  tjeen  discharged  from  the  vessels  and  have  en- 
tered upon,  the  customary  formalities  for  dispatch 
will  be  alloived  the  benefits  of  the  old  tariff. 

— A  party  of  about  200  disorderly  persons  par- 
aded the  streets  of  Rio  on  the  night  of  the  28th  ult. 
After  occasioning  disturbances  in  various  quarters 
the  party  finally  attacked  a  street  car  in  Rua  da 
Constituicio,  much  to  the  terror  of  the  passengers. 
Two  ortliree  of  them  were  arrested,  and  one  po- 
liceman wejit  home  with  the  imprint  of  a  club  on  him. 

— Some  residents  of  Rua  da  Misericordia  were 
recently  greatly  alarmed  by  subterranean  noises  in 
the  Morro  do  Castello.  An  in quiry  developed  the 
fact  thai  the  noises  were  made  by  a  company  holding 
a  concession  for  mining  into  the  hill.  The  purpose, 
we  presume,  is  the  discovery  of  some  of  those  fab- 
ulous treasures  said  to  be  buried  there  by  the 
monks. 

—On  the  26th  inst.  a  slave  named  Caetano  pre- 
sented himself  to  the  police  authorities  and  com- 
plained of  brutal  treatment  at  the  hands'  of  his 
master.  He  said  ihat  he  had  been  whipped  every 
day  and  his  body  bore  tlie  marks  of  more  than  one 
brutal  caseation.  His  master,  Jose*  Juslino  da 
Silveira  Madiado,  explained  the  matter  by  charging 
the  slave  with  attempting  to  kill  his  mistress. 

— Dr.  Mmuel  Eustaquio  Martins  de  Andrade, 
deputy  froiu  Minns  Geraes,  has  given  his  salary  for 
the  extraordinary  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
amounting  to  some  700$,  to  the  hospital  of  the 
mendicants!  asylum.  That  is  just  what™  wanted. 
We  trust  thnt  others  will  follow  this  good  example. 
We  understand  that  as  soon  as  there  is  a  balance 
beyond  the  amount  sufficient  to  support  the  asylum 
officials,  a  few  beggars  will  be  withdrawn  from  the 
streets. 

—During  the  month  of  November  the  total  quan- 
tity of  w.iter  received  from  the  seven  sources  of 
Carioca,  I.arangeiras.Maracaiu,  An  da  rally -Grande, 
Tres  Rios,  RioCabeca  thld  Macacos  was  106,935,886 
gallons,  of  which  105,976,730  gallons  were  consumed 
and  the  rest  remained  in  store.  In  a  rough  estimate 
Ihenverageconsumplion  was  a  little  less  titan  twelve 
gallons/,-)  capita,  taking  the  population  of  the  dis- 
tricts supplied  at  300,000  and  making  no  allow- 
ances for  water  consumed  in  steam  engines,  water- 
ing streets,  fire  purposes,  etc.,  etc.

—It  is  announced  that  the  minister  uf  war  lias  re- 
duced the  ration  allowance  of  soldiers  one  vhileiti  a 
day.  As  this  allowance  is  based  upon  ilie  market 
prices  of  provisions,  and  as  these  uriefs  arc  now 
goin*;  up,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  just  why  die 
reduction  is  made.  We  notice  however  Hint  an  in- 
crease has  been  mr.de  in  the  number  of  orderlies 
who  escort  the  minister's  carriage  though  the 
streets.  These  two  instances  are,  admirable  illustra- 
tions of  how  it  is  done. 

—During  the  thunder- storm  of  the  27th  inst.,  a 
house  was  sltiuk  by  lightning  in  Run  Senndor  En- 
sebib.  The  electricity  entered  the  basement  of  the 
building  where  it  knocked  over  a  member  of  the  fa- 
mily,  then  it  danced  through  several  rooms  cutting 
the  cords  of  a  child's  hammock  on  the  way  and  let- 
ting the  child  drop  to  the  ground,  then  it  investi- 
gated a  gas  meter,  and  then  made  its  exit  through  llie 
kitchen  where  it  killed  several  hens.  Fortunately 
no  one  suffered  any  injury  from  this  disorderly  elec- 
trical intrusion  but  the  hens. 

—The  ministerial  organ,  the  Diario  Official  ol 
the  2nd  instant  informs  its  readers  that  all  pacific 
means  were  employed  on  the  1st  instant  to  disperse 
the  rioters,  that  the  troops  did  not  fire  a  shot  tint  1 
fired  upon  by  revolvers,  and  that  only  a  few  slight 
wounds  were  caused  by  their  firing  into  the  crowd. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  several  men  were  killed  and 
a  large  number  wounded,  that  the  troops  fired  upon 
the  people  without  warning,  and  that  the  nearest  ap- 
proach to  pacific  mensin-us  was  the  movement  of  in- 
fantry and  cavalry  through  the  streets,  this  remark- 
able attempt  of  the  Diario  to  defend  a  wanton 
outrage  serves  only  to  render  it  all  the  more  shame- 
ful and  indefensible. 

— According  to  law  No  2,454,  passed  by  tile  last 
provincial  assembly  and  signed  by  the  president  nt 
this  province  on  the  19th  ult.,  provisions  are  made 
for  burial  in  public  mid  private  cemeteries  in  the 
municipality  of  Valenca.  It  is  stipulated,  howevever, 
that  "the  municipal  council  shall  designate  in  the 
public  cemeteries  the  distinct  place  .for  the  inter- 
ment of  11011  catholics  and  suicides."  We  have  seen 
important  questions  handled  a  little  more  delicately 
thandu  this,  and  a  little  more  in  accordance  wit!) 
the  advanced  civilization  of  the  day.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Protestant  emigrant  will  consider  tins  in- 
ducement for  coming  to  a  country  where  death  even 
does  not  level  distinctions,  and  where  his  body  is 
thrust  aside  as  a  thing  accursed, 

—New  year's  clay  was  characterized  by  an  un- 
usual number  of  soldiers  travelling  about  on  the 
street-car  lines -probably  to  overawe  the  rebellious 
taxpayers.  It  does  not  follow,  however,  that  Hie 
soldier  paid  his  fare  and  his  vintem  tax  like  ordinarj 
men.  Possibly  the'  cabinet  imposes  the  gentle 
soldier  on  the  tramway  companiees  as  a  new  tax.
